Freight rates from St. Louis west, in 
which St. Louis merchants are keenly 
interested, are involved in the Missouri 
River rate cases, in which the Govern- 
ment filed a brief Friday in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, ‘ac- 
cording to an Associated Press telegram 


from Washington. 
These cases involve the biggest rate 


fight since passage of the Hepburn bill. 
They first came up before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission through a charge 


in favor of St. Paul and Minneapolis,.to 
the business detriment of St. Louis and 
other cities of the West and Southwést. 

The two cases whiel. have attracted 
the most attention are those concern- 
ing the through-class rates on through 
shipments, originating at Atlantic Sea- 
board ports, and destined to the Mis- 
souri River cities. Tho ‘third case in- 
volves the class rates from yiewetahe <43% 
and from St. Louis to D:-nver. 

The first two cases arise out of an 
order issued by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to become effective. 
Nov. 10, 1908. This order. directed a. re- 
duction of the rates for the transporta- 
tion of the various classes of freight, 
originating at Atlantic Seaboard points, 
from Mississippi. River crossings to the 
Missouri River cities. 

Twin Cities Benefited. 

The order was the,result of complaints 
filed with the commission by the Burn- 
ham, Hanna, Munger Dry Goods Co. 
and a large number of individuals, part- 
nerships and corporations, as shippers, 
jobbers and wholesalers at Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and Omaha. 

They declared the rates charged by 


Searriers Opérating between the Atlantic 


seaboard (which includes cities. east of 
Pittsburg and north of the Potomac) 
and Missouri River cities, were unjust, 
unreasonable and discriminatory. 

It was particularly specified that the 
rates discriminated in. favor of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. Finally the commis- 


reduction of the charges for transpor- 
tation. from ‘the Mississippi River cress- 
ings to thé Missouri River cities as a 
part of the through rate. The commis- 
sion denied that the rates discriminated 
in favor of the Twin Cities. 

Shippers Join Roads. 

Before the rates went into effect the 
matter was taken inte the courts by the 
railroads. The result. was‘ that the 
Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Northern District of Illinois held 
the order unlawful. One appeal By the 
commission and another by Missouri 
River shippers were taken to the Su- 
preme Court. 

As the fight progressed additional 
parties entered the fray. The Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and Omaha shippers in- 
tervened to fight for the order. Sioux 
City asked the courts for the same bene- 
fits as given Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and Omaha, St. Paul and Minneapolis 
business men entéred the controversy 
in behalf of their trade. Chicago, St. 
Louis, Detroit, Cleveland and Milwat- 
kee shippers joined with the railroads 
to oppose the reduction. 

Victory Will Be Shert-Lived. 

Meanwhile the-Governmeént is seeking 
to maintain the order of the commis- 
sion. Even if it is successful, the order 
will die eby reason of the twe-year lim- 


merce Commission rate orders, on Nov. 
10, 1910.

Yet, though these 
friends never thought of doubting that 
she was a man, they were accustomed 
to speak of her as a ‘‘Willie boy, and-a 
“sissy.’’ 

She will have time, before leaving the 
hospital, to plan for her return into the 
world as a woman. Her left arm and 
left knee are broken, -and her face Is 
scarred and swollen. 

In @ talk with a Post-Dispatch re- 
}porter at the hospital Lily Lowengren 
explained why -she took a masculine 
name and why she dressed in a manner 
fitting it:

Chief's. Attorney Will Ask 
Exoneration in Exchange 
for Resignation. 


Before presenting himself at the Police 
Board session, set for 1:30 p. m. Friday, 
Lon O. Hocker, attorney for Edmond P. 
Creecy, suspended Chief .of Police, tat-. 
ed that, his‘clfent was ready, to, resign, 
if the commissioners would drop | their 


“ectos 


charges against him and announce that 
he had no corftection with the shortage 
in the Police Relief Association, - 

This bargain, which Hocker now pro- 
poses, was twice offered to Creecy by 


members of the Police Board before his 
suspension and was on both occasions 
repulsed by him. According to Col. John 
A. Laird, president of the Police Board, 
it will not now be accepted by the com- 
missioners. : 

Rumors persist that Creecy, as a de- 
fensive strategem, will attem;:t to dis- 
qualify Commissiotrer Bland as one of 
his ‘judges as: his: personal enemy and 
has frequently accused the Commission- 
er of “hounding’’ him. 

If this card is playsd by the defense, 
testimony by John J. Clooney, Demo- 
cratic committeeman from the Twenty- 
third Ward, may be introduced, 

Clooney is quoted as stating. that 
shortly before the primaries of. 1908 he 
made a political bargain with Bland, 
by which Clooney was to throw. his 
ward to the candidacy of Bland’s uncle, 
and the commissioner, in return, was 
to usé his influence to mak®é® an un- 
named patrolman a sergeant. Clooney 
says he fulfilled his part of the agree- 
ment, but that the patrolman is still 
waiting for his sergeancy. 

Bland declines to discuss the alleged 
incident. : 

“Tf the: board ‘will dismiss the 
charges,’’ said. Hocker to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “and publicly exonerate 
Chief Creecy of all. connection with the 
shortage in John M. Healy’s books, I 
feel certain the Chief. would resign. 

“The charges preferred against Creecy 
amount to nothing, and the board ad- 
. that there is nothiig upon which 

o base the slightest suspicion that the 
sev Was involved in the shortage, al- 
though that impression has been given 
out in the course of the investigation 
=o Healy’s Accounts.” 

 Lated Opposes Plans. 

“Of course Creecy ‘woul? resign,” 
said Col, Laird, when informed of 
Hocker’s proposal. ‘But it’s too late to 
accept such a bargain now. After all 
‘this talk I think the best thing for 
Creecy would be a public hearing. .He 
says he can vindicate himself. So 
much the better for him. He will get 
I can't 
speak for the other commissioners, but 
I'm willing to bet money they wouldn’t 
accept any such treaty.” ! 

In case the arrangement could not be 
reached, Hocker was prepared to ask 
the beard for a continuance. of the 


| “eourtmartial,” as Col. ‘Laird calls it, 
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Hocker did not broach the proposed 
renewal'‘of the bargain to any of the 
commissioners before the board meet- 
ing. 

Decision Is Foregone. 

“Creecy and I both know,” said he, 

“that the chief was convicted in the 
minds of the board before charges were 
filed against him and that the trial can 
have but one issue—his dismissal from 
the department. In fact, a board mem- 
ber has told me so. All we can win in 
the fight is vindication in the eyes of 
the public.’’ 
The Police Board was expected to or- 
der the formulation of charges against 
Lieut. Thomas J. McCormack, former 
president of the Relief Association, who 
was suspended with Creecy. 

Following this action will remain the 
bringing of charges against 10 police- 
men, former officers of the association, 
who were suspended for failing to detect 
the shortage in Healy’s records. 

On Saturday the newly elected Exec- 
cutive Committee of the association will 
meet and elect’ officers, and. @n Monday 
each member wit! be called upon to pay 
$5, representing one death assessment 
and three months of back dues. No 
collections have been made since the 
suspension of Healy -s secretary.

Peyton Randolph, Esquire; Richard Henry Lee, 
George Washington, Patrick Henry, Richard Bland, 
Benjamin Harrison and Edmund Pendleton, Esquires, 
deputies to represent this colony in the raid Con- 
gress.” 

These be names to conjure with; int lo! the name 
of Peyton Randolph leads all the rest. When ‘sald 
Congress”” convened, Peyton Randolph was, without 
a dissenting voice, elected its President, chogen from 
a body whose members, said the great Eari of Chat- 
ham, “‘had never been excelled’ in solidity of rea- 
soning, force of sagacity and wisdom of conclusion.”

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Health Measure Will Be 
Aimed Especially at the 
Nickelodeons. 


BUT FEW ARE SANITARY 


Parents Also to Be Punished 
if Infected Children Min- 
gle With Public. 


; 


A crusade for fresh air and better 
ventilation in theaters. nickelodeons, 
street cars, and other public places has 
been outlined by Assistant Health Com- 
missioner Jordan, in an effort to pre- 
vent the spread of contagious diseases. 
An ordinance revising certain sanitary 
regulations and providing that parents 
may be punished for allowing children 
afflicted with a contagious disease ‘to 
mingle with the public has been pre- 
pared under Dr. Jordan’s direction and 
will be presented to the Municipal As- 
sembly by Delegate Taussig of the 
Twenty-third Ward, 

Dr. Jordan says he expects to be 
ready to compel the observance. of 
sanitary rules and the’ installation of 
ventilation systems in the theaters and 
nickelodeons-at the opening of the win- 
ter season. He, will take_up the matter 
with the License Commissioner, he says, 
and ask his support in refusing to 
issue licenses to these. places until thev 
have obeyed the regulations of the 
Health Department. 


Show Houses Worst Offenders. 
“The places. of amusement are the 


worst offenders in scattering contagious 
diseases,’’ Dr. Jordan said Friday. ‘This 


lis worse in the winter than in the spring 


and summer. They have to be fairly 
well ventilated now for the comfort of 
the patrons. The nickelodeons are the 
most flagrant violators of ventilation 


jrules. Most of these places are con- 


ducted in storerooms or buildings not 
built for that purpose, and have vile 
ventilation for the large number of 
people who patronize them. 

“The larger theaters are better, but 
many of them need a fan system to sup- 
ply n circulation of air, in addition to 
the natural ventilation. 

“Tye provision. in the proposed ordi- 
nenere by which parents can be. pun- 
ished for allowing sick children to at- 
tend public places, will be a great 
help. Under the present laws, if we 
find a child which has a contagious 
disease in a public place the only thing 
We can do is to arrest the child and 
lock it up in a hospital. That: does not 
always do justice either to the child or 
its parents.’’: . 

Wants Car Windows Opes. 

Dr. Jordan has requested Capt. Mc- 
Culloch of the United Railways to as- 
sist in the sanitary crusade by foiling 
the passenger who has a chronic hatred 
for fresh air and who insists on closing 
the veritilating windows. He ‘has asked 
that during the next winter the little 
ventilating windows at the top of the 
car be opened sufficiently -to insure the 
circulation of air tin the car, and that 
the appliance for closing the window 
be taken off so that passengers may 
not close them with every whim. 

"an @ street car you will always find 
a man who can’t stand fresh air,” Dr. 
Jordan said. “The health of this man 
as well as the other persons demand 
that the cars be ventilated. ,If the com- 
pany will help us in this way it will 
avoid making an order for the installa- 
tion of an expensive ventilating system 
in street cars.”

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Walter M. Smith Succumbs 
to Epilepsy—Had Been 
Beaten in Station. 


While Walter<M., Smith of 4604 Wash- 
ington boulevard lay dying in a Chicago 
hospital from injuries believed to have 
been inflicted by a policeman, his wife 
was on her way from tlifs city, carrying 
a present for his 40th. birthday. He 
died Friday, on the morning of his 
birthday, about the time that Mrs. Smith 
reached the University Hospital. 

‘Mrs. Smith, friends at her boarding 
house said, Was notified Thursday that 
her husband had been injured, but did 
not think it serious. A telegram told he: 
to go to Chicago, and she started, still 
not believing that there was anything 
to worry about, and happy at the pros- 
pect of spending her husband's birthday 
with him. : 

Smith's fatal injuries were the result 
of ‘his altercation with policemen of the 
Englewood and Harrison street police 
stations. 

Prior to his removal to the hospita! 
from the La Salle Hotel Smith suffered 
an epileptic attack, which he attributed 
to the rough handling he received. Be- 
fore his death he had signified an in- 
tention of proceeding against those re- 
sponsible for his plight. He ts said to 
have suffered a fractured skull, either 
at the hands of a train crew or the po- 
licemen. 

Smith, according to _ stories told 
friends before his death, became _  in- 
volved in an altercation with a train 
crew near Englewood Stafion. He de- 
clared he could not get his ticket quick 
enough, and asked additional time to 
search for it before paying a fare. This, 
he said, was denied him, whereupon, he 
said, he was ordered from the train at 
Englewood. 

Refusing to go, he asserted, he was 
attacked by the crew and later was 
turned over to policemen at the station. 
These men handled him roughly, he 
told acquaintances. He was taken to 
the Englewood Police Station and. later 
was transferred to the Harrison Street 
Station. In the. latter place he was 
again beaten, he said, and finally was 
placed in a strait-jacket.
